1 . The present Office Action is responsive to Applicant's Response filed December 
31 , 2003 (Certificate of Mailing date: December 29, 2003). The Examiner 
acknowledges the cancellation of Claims 10-12, 14-16 and 24-28. Claim 13 was 
cancelled by the Applicant in their previous Response filed July 7, 2003. Accordingly, 
Claims 1-9 and 17-23 remain pending in the instant amended Application.

As to Claims 1-9 and 17-23, patentability resides in the limitation wherein the 
extension of the passive component from the die is less than or equal to 16 mils, in 
combination with the other limitations of base Claims 1 and 17, respectively.
